Now It does not receive any thing es- 
c^ free water for the dty hall and n 
few other city InetltntloiM. There aro 
alao sereral thooeand people who are 
helping to pay interest and repairs and 
purcha.'^e price on a plant from which 
they do not receive any licnctUs at all 
since the water l8 not broujrht to them. 

They used to tell tis in large letterH 
that the plant was not only able to pay 
for Itself out of Its earnings, but the 
Burplua ooald be need to bolld city 
halle and brldcee and beaotlfjr the dty 
until it aheoM reeemble a inod«m para- 
dise. 

All these drcimis arc ir>w Jokes. We 
are up against the real fai t.H, and the 
management of the water plant Ii.ih 
not lieen auch as to make any of them 
realizations as yet, and there is no 
promise that they will be realized In 
the futnte. But these things should 
not discourage ue. We should regard 
the water plant debt ae an asset, not a 
debt. Let us sttck to that Md be as 
happy as we can.— Cedai> Bapids (la.) 
Bopobllcan. 



DECEITFUL APPEARANCES. 



Municipal Miamanagamant Masquer- 
adaa aa Municipal Munificence. 

Si>eaklng of rolihery, there Is a point 
of uiiinlclpal ethics tli.it has hitherto 
been ignored, but Is now being given 
some attention In England and the 
United States. Wben the rates cherssd 
hf municipal- plants an too low to cover 
the cost of operation, maintenance and 
Investment the deficiency must be 
made ii]) hy taxntlou, a- part (and fre 
qiienily a lar;,'e part) of which fall.s on 
those who ileiive no hcneHt from the 
plant. Their money Is taken from 
them arbitrarily to enable some of 
their fellow citizens to get their elec- 
tricity, gas or water below cost 

This Is manifestly unfair, bnt It Is 
no mor(> unfair than the reverse proc- 
ess, wlih li is more common In Eng- 
land ilian in this country. There they 
rob the depret latlon and reserve funds 
of the niunlclpQl plants to 'Tt'iieve the 
rates" -I. e.. decrease the tax levy- or 
accomplish the same result by raising 
the price of gas or eloftrlclty, thus 
compelling the usen of these commodi- 
ties to bear more than their share of 
the city's expenses. 

These methods of municipal dishon- 
esty, contrary thi>uj;h they are in their 
effect upon tlie consumer, are alike lu 
that they iniiiie it appear that the city 
is doing more for Its iltlzeus than a 
private company would do. I'.ut It Is 
only another case where appearances 
are deceitful. 



Fearful of Cempetltien. 

The water supplied by the municipal 
waterworks of Toronto, Canada, Is not 
above snsplci.in. T'p to a short time ai;o 
oflUial analyst's were made of the wa- 
ter and published so tliat the peopU' 
might use their own dlscretiou as to 
using It without boillii;;. The publica- 
tion of analyses has been stopped by 
the authorities lest, according to the 
Toronto Star, the analysee should be 
used as a means of frightening people 
and i".ssllily of Inducing them to buy 
bottl. d drinking water from a private 
company. This action caoaed the Star 
to exclaim: 

"This Is patcniallsm k"><'' io;i>I The 
people have a right to know the quality 
of the water they are drinking and 
with thle knowledge In their poeeesslou 
to act upon their own Judgment** 

CkMument cannot emphaslee the force 
of tfiese statements.— Public Service. 

Spoken From Experience. 
A private iiiuipany can Kct better ri'- 
sults than can be obtained out of a 
municipal plant. It Is not bound down 
by any such restrictions as the eight 
hour law; the officials of the company 
eee to it that there is no waste or loaf- 
ing, because it la a commercial project 
there is more efficiency, and as a result 
any of the lighting companies of this 
city can sell us light chcai« r than we 
can make It. There Is proof In my own 
utDce here that It costs the city more 
to do Its business than If It were a prl 
Tate concern. If the ilnance depart 
ment was a commercial house, as it 
really ought to be, and waa under the 
ayatem wlilch prevails In laige ilnan- 
ctai hoaaee the department would cost 
the dt7 Jast aboat half niiat it costs 
BOW.— Comptroller Meta of New York.
